... “Out Of This World”’ 
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Among the 3589 students attending Clarksburg 
school this year are two students seeking an edu- 
cation In the “American way of life." Similar inter: 
ests attracted them to the states and fate placed 
them In this Carroll County community. 

Teija Lammi and Rafael Blanc are both ranked 
as juniors at Clarksburg High School. Both wanted 
to learn about the United States. Its people. and 
cultures through first hand experiences. To ac- 
complish this, both agreed to leave thelr native 
land, travel to the U.S., reside with an American 
family, and attend an American high school. 

Sixteen-year-old Teija ts from Pori, Finland, a 
coastal city with a population of 79,000. In the 
Scandinavian country, she attended a school with 
some 600-700 students, considerably larger than 
the 389 K-12th graders that attend Clarksburg. Mer 
father is In the refrigeration business and her 
mother Is a housewife. 

Her host family, Jerry and Shirley Boyd, and her 
fellow students at Clarksburg have been extremely 
nice, said the Finnish visitor. She Is also very 
proud to be a “host sister” to a new baby at the 
Boyd home. 

Clarksburg Is always noted for its outstanding 
boy’s basketball program. Teija sald she also par- 
ticipated In the girl's basketball program by prac- 
ticing with the girls, however, she gave it up be- 
cause of her busy schedule. 

Telja came to Clarksburg under the exchange 
program known as AISE. With other exchange stu- 
dents, she has visited Disney World and other 
parts of Florida, and Gatlinburg. She will travel 
home on June 9, where she will continue her 
schooling. She hopes to be a photographer and 
continuc her travels. Onc travel destination sure to 
be on her list is Clarksburg, to which she sald, “1 
hope to come back some day.” 

Rafael Blanc just recently began his stay In 


Clarksburg, where he saw his first snowlall. His 
exchange program only Involves six months in the 
states. as compared with most exchange students 
who spend a school year here. The 18-year-old Is 
from Petropolls, a city of 150,000 Inhabitants, lo- 
cated Just north of Rio de Janeiro. At home, he 
attended a schoo! with a population of 2,000 stu- 
dents. 

Rafael's family unit consists of his father — a 
store owner, his mother — a housewife, and two 
brothers, ages 21 and 25. Mis native language Is 
Portuguese, however he can speak English and 
some Spanish. He admits that studying English 
only three years has made it difficult to under- 
stand. 

In Tennessee, he resides with Mark and Joyce 
Cary of Westport. He shares his host home with 
two younger children, ages 2 and 4, 

At Clarksburg, Rafac! Is taking courses In En- 
glish, Spanish, Applied Math, Physical Education, 
Biology. and World History. The Brazilian native 
said he finds the subjects to be easier here than at 
home. At his home school, the teachers move 
from classroom to classroom Instead of the stu- 
dents moving. He also noted that students do not 
have Individual lockers at his home school. 

He sald that his brief experience In Tennessee 
has revealed many differences from his native 
land. He sald he enjoys soccer at home, but finds it 
Is not available here. Although he Ilkes many 
things In his new temporary home, he has not 
developed a liking for country music. He praised 
the students and his host family for the kindness 
they have shown him. 

Rafael plans to get his Tennessee driver's Il- 
cense before Icaving here this summer. 

Tollowing high school, Rafael plans to go to col- 
lege and then become a businessman like his fa- 
ther.
